The quintennial census taking of 
the provinces of Manitoba, Saskut- 
chewan and Alberta is now under 
way, the census commissioners S.v- 
ing appointed enumerators some lit- 
tle time ago. The older proviueas of 
‘Canada have only a decennial census 
but in accordance with the Autono- 
my Act the provinces of Saskatchew- 
an and Alberta enjoy a count every 
five years. This is due to the rupid 
changes in population which have 
taken place in Western Canada. ‘The 
provincial subsidy on the basis «af 
population ig fixed by this censis end 
it therefore becomes an impottint 
matter to the provincial excheyuer. 


Orlando Bush, of Stravhcona, is 
the census commissioner for North 
Alberta.

THE SUPREME COURT 
HEARS ECHOES OF 


PROHIBITION VOTE 


Echoes of the prohibition plebsicite 
last year were heard in the supreme 
court yesterday when Mr. Justice 
Walsh heard 'the case of Nat Bell, 
‘of the Pendennis Hotel, vs the Cri- 
terion Hotel, Ltd., Wetaskiwin. 

Mr. Bell is suing as the treasurer 
of the Alberta Licensed V ctuallers’ 
(Association, the claim being for the 
sum of $250 on cach of four’ promis- 
sory notes. Plaintiff alleges that 
yeach of the hotel keepers of the pro- 
vinco promised to contribute $1,000 
towards the expenses of the cam- 
paign, and that fhe defendant com- 
pany was one of the signatories. 


| The defendant company claims that 
the notes are void under section 274 
of the Alberta Blection Act, which 
‘expressly forbids the expenditure of 
monies in that way. 

The Case is proceeding, ‘Alex, Knox 
is acting for the Licensed Victuallers 
Association, and Mr. Loggie, of Log- 
gie & Manley, Wetaskiwin, for tie 
defendants.—Bulletin.

The Department of Agriculture has 
just completed arrangements for the 
Annual Mixed Farming Special train 
to visit different parts of the prov- 
ince, commencing June 23, at Cow- 
ley. The train this year will be

The terms of the 
law are stringent. In some cases 
the penalties are s2vere. Isnorance 
oi the law is not a good defence in 
court. It is to be hoped, therefore, 
that those who are in the habit of 
using liqner will note the prohibit- 
Ory Clauses as summarized in the ad- 
vertisements, and make such further 
study of the acl as may be neces- 
sary to a clear understanding of 
what will constitute an infract- 
ion of the law. It is also desir- 
able and n2cessary that the law 
will be enforced vigorously and -im- 
partially. But itis not desirable 
that ignorance of the law shall 
bring penalties upon people erring 
through misinderstanding and not 
intent. <A violation of the law is a 
violation, and when it occurs the 
authorities have no proper ‘alterna- 
tive but to prosecute. It is the 


business of the individual to know | 


what the law is to the extent that 
it is necessary to keep him from un- 
intentionally transgressing.

Notwithstanding the surplus in 
Canada which these figures indicate, 
prices during March, April and May 
have remained at an extraordinarily 
high level. For the first quarter of 
the year 1916, the price to producers 
selling co-operatively, has been at 
least 4c in advance of the price re- 
ceived, for the same period, in 1915. 
For the month of March, it was at 
least 5c in advance and for the next 
month it was at least 3c in advance 
of last year’s price for thes2 respect- 
ive months. The demand for eggs 
for local consumption, for storage 
purpos:s and for immediate export, 
has rarely been so keen as at the 
present moment. ‘This situatlon is 
clearly refectsd in the prices just 
quoted. Heavy dom:stic consumpt- 
ion in the face of the high price for 
meats, partly explains this situation 
Confidence in the export demand, on 
the part of the produce trade, Con-

withstanding inerzascd production, 


the egg and poultry sbusiness ‘i Can- ‘ 


ada is in a strong position at tne 
present time. 

Under these cifcuirstances, we b?- 
lieve that it will ke a very wiSs prs- 
ctice to raise as mény chickens as 
it is possible or pract’cable to han- 
dle. Barly hatched chicks make good 


winter layers. Rough grains will , 
probably. be produced in abundance , 
in Canada this year and the feeding | 


of poultry at a profit should be ma- 
tetlally assisted from this source. 
Eggs at winter prices are a paying 
proposition, in any event. Poultry, 
alive or dressed, under present and
